The familiar statement that ‘ this is a na­ 
tion of laws, not men” is almost a literal as 
well as a figurativ e truth. 
It is estimated that there are about two 
million laws on the book s in this country, 
ranging from v illage ordinances to amend­ 
ments to the r 
ronstitution 
No anall Contributors to .his v ast wilder­ 
ness of regulations are the legislatures of 
the sev eral states which, according to the 
American Bar .Association, are grinding out 
no less than 35.000 new laws each year As 
someone has said, America is one nation 
with 50 difierent states of mind 
Usually, a particular state’s laws are its 
own business. 
But with modern means of 
communication and transportation and the 
ev er-growing social and economic interde­ 
pendence of the states, there are many situ­ 
ations where different and differing laws 
not onlv are a deterrent to the free flow of 
goods, business and people but often are an 
obstacle to justice. 
This was recognized as long ago as 1892, 
when a group of men met to form the Na­ 
tional Conference of Commissioners on Uni­ 
form State Laws. 


In the succeeding 72 years the body, com­ 
posed of commissioners appointed by the 
v arious state gov ernments, has drafted ov er 
200 uniform laws 
Areas in which uniform 
laws hav e been v cluntanly enacted by the 
sta’es in- liido 
extradition, narcotics, trust 
funds, entorcoment of family support 
by 
desertng husbands, legal ev idence, general 
commercial tran.sactions 


The 73rd annual rr.eeting of the conference 
—in .New \ o vk Aug 3-8 with iTK>re than 200 
lawyers and official.'^ from all the states, 
Puerto Rico and tli- Itistrici of Columbia 
attending—is considering proposed uniform 
laws on such matters as deceptiv e trade 
practices, estate laxe>. defense of indigent 
persons, rights of conv icted persons, adop­ 
tion of children. 


Mos: people hav e nev er heard of the Na­ 
tional Conference of Commissioners on Uni­ 
form State Laws. 
It is one of those quiet 
groups of dedicated men 'none receiv es any 
.salary or compensation; many pay their 
e.xpenses to the annual cunlerencei whose 
efforts contribute so much tc the successful 
functioning of this nation of law.s.
